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THE CIVILIAN DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


Chapter 639 of the Act of 1950, in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is what is commonly known as the Civilian 


Defense Act. 

By and large, the people of the Commonwealth do not 
realize the strength and power of this act. By virtue of this 
act, a proclamation by the Governor could turn Massachusetts 


into a dictatorship. In the event of an emergency, the Gov-j| 


ernor has the power to sweep to.a side many of the laws, now 
on the statute books of this state. In the name of Civilian 
Defense, almost any property cam be taken over,—land, build- 
ings, ships, vehicles, aircraft, down to and including the chick- 
‘ens in your back yard. The right of assembly can be prohi- 
bited, and any statute affecting the employment of persons 
an be set aside. 

Surely this is an instrument of power, almost alien to the 
ideas and ideals of this country. 

There are some savings clauses. There is, for instance, 
a “good faith” clause, and the workers in Civilian Defense 
fare under oath of office.

To vest a person with great authority 
is to gamble on the future, should that person prove to be 
irresponsible. 

Not only in the State offices, but in the municipalities as 
well, Civilian Defense is no jokng matter. The wrong person, 
im charge in a town, a person of immature judgement, or one 
who would take his duties lightly could conceivably wreak 
disaster. 

As was announced last week, Mr. Thomas Lafionatis has 
been appointed Civilian Defense Director of Wilmington. 

We believe Mr. Lafionatis to be a man of integrity, and 
ef proven judgement. We approve of the Town Manager's 
appointment of Mr. Lafionatis, in fact, we think congratula- 
tions are in order.

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DISTINCTION 
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James E. Kelley, better known 

everyone in Wilmington as 
“Jim” Kelley, was born in North 
Wilmington on March 31, 1853. 
The house in which he was born 
stood on Middlesex Avenue, be- 
side. the railroad, and across the 
tracks from the present site of 
the North Wilmington Depot, At 
that time, the Tibbetts house, next 
door, was a boarding house, and 
was known as the “Shamrock”, on 
account of the large number of 
Irish people who lived there, and 
the house in which Jim was born 
was known as “The Cottage” 
which would imply that it was 
‘a small place, but actually, this was 
not so. The house was later burn- 
ed down, 

Jim was the youngest son 
Daniel and Mary Carlin Kelley. 
There was an older brother, John, 
and two sisters who were older 
still, Susan and Mary, all of whom 
were born in South Boston. His 
father had been born in Ireland, 
and had migrated to Newfound- 
land,_and ‘then to Boston. Among 
the occupations in which his fath- 
er had found himself, was that of 
stove salesman. 

Jim went to the Center School, 
(now the Public Library). At that 
time, during the Civil War, and

High School in Wilmington, and 
Jim's formal education stopped 
when he finished the Center 
School. 

After finishing his formal 


schooling, Jim started working in 
the tannery, in North Wilmington, 
then under the control of Frank- 
lin Perry. He worked there for 
some years, as a leather measurer, 
and outside foreman. 

In the center part of Wilming- 
ton, between St. Thomas Church 
and the home of Dr. Hosmer, an 
old colonial house used to stand. 
This, in the days of Jim Kelley 
was owned by Michael Cragin,

After leaving the tannery, Jim, 
with his brother John, started a 
combination bakery and store, in 
the building where Dr. Hosmer 
now lives, They had an extensive 
route, by delivery wagon, all over 
Wilmington and nearby _ places, 
but after a while they came to the 
conclusion that it was wise to.ab- 
andon the business. Jim then con- 
verted the store into a dwelling 


tice of the Peace, He played clarin- 
et, in the Town Band, which all 
accounts say was a very snappy 
organization. He was one of the 
founders of St. Thomas Church, 
and was the Sexton there from the 
time of its founding in 1888 until 
his death, The land on which St. 
Thomas stands was given by Jim 
Kelley. He was a charter member 
of the Grange, and never missed a 


house, and in this house he lived 
until the time of his death 

Shortly after adandoning the ba- 
kery business, Jim became a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. He did so at the 
urging of his brother John, who 
thought that Jim was not suited 
for heavy physical labor, and had 
urged him to study law. 

As a Justice of the Peace, (ap- 
pointed by Governor Russell) 
James Kelley served his town for 
many years. He made out deeds 
and became an authority on the 
lands and estates of Wilmington. 
He at one time was a considerable 
land owner, in his own right. He 
became an Assessor, and then later 
Selectman, and finally Town Clerk, 
which post he held for 30 years, to 
the time of his death. 

In the years just before the turn 
of the century, /a\fire caused many 
of Wilmington’s records to be lost. 
It was imperative that a complete
